The ASI Student Senate ac- 
quiessed Tuesday to a decision of 
the Senate Chair Jim Hollenback, 
in denying faculty representative 
Clifford Wood his seat and over- 
turning a vote last month that 
denied a Board of Justice (BOJ) 
reappointment to David Rick, 
former BOJ chief justice 

Attorney General Ron Toirac 
presented a letter to the senate in- 
dicating that Wood was never con- 
firmed by the senate body, nor was 
he a member of tne teac hing faculty 
as required by ASI statute 210 

A vote to confirm Wood failed 

Later, Student Senator Jean 
Hoffman moved to reconsider the 
Wood decision under an inter- 
pretation of Title V of the State 
Education Code. Under Title V, 


California State University, Sacramento 


Wood is considered an academic 
employee along with all other cam- 
Pus instructors 

Dean of Students Norm Better 
po‘nied out that the intent of 
Statute 210 was to fill faculty ad- 
visory positions with “a person in- 
volved in the classroom.” 

Hoffman's move to reconsider 
failed by a vote of 7-2-5 

ASI President John Giannoni 
complained that his job prospects 
were being jeopardized due to the 
Senate’s failure to conduct a 
speedy trial 

“I don't want this hanging over 
my head.” Giannoni said 

The Senate approved a motion 
to convene next Tuesday from 1-5 
p.m. for the purpose of completing 
the impeachment hearing 

The removal of Wood caused 
Toirac to suggest that an earher 
Wood vote against the con- 
firmation of Rick to the BOJ

They opened the 
door “and all we saw was a wall”, 
Frank said. 

She pushed the alarm button 
and dialed the first of two numbers 
listed on the emergency phone. 

A woman from the campus 


police department answered and 


“acted disinterested,” the two girls 
said. 

“She said, ‘You're in the science 
building, right” after I told her 
where we were,” Frank said. 

“She said she would ‘try to get 
someone over,” ” Barclay said. 

The second call was answered 
by an unidentified woman who 
sympathized with the girls’ plight. 

“She said that they would get 
someone over as soon as possibie,” 
Carol said. 

“While we were calling we also 
continued to ring the alarm,” 
Frank said. “Someone finully 
yelled out, ‘Okay, we heard you. 
Stop ringing the alarm.’ They 
seemed mad.” 

“Someone yelled up for us to 
call the Music Department office. 
Another woman answered and said 
to sit and relax. “I was slightly 
hysterical,” Barclay said, in 


between nervous laughs. 

“Someone called up a couple of 
times and asked if we were all right, 
but mostly the people around the 
elevator acted bored, as if this kind 
of thing happens all the time.” 


The girls said that after 35 
minutes the elevator came down. 
They said they were trapped since 
2:45 p.m. 

“Someone should fix the 
elevator permanently rather than 
sending someone out to sto 
from being stuck” Frank said. 

“You'd better believe that we 
are going to use the stairs from now 
on.” Barclay said. 

“The elevator goes on the blink 
frequently,” said Doreen 
Scharlach, sic Department 
secretary, and tie women who 
answered the emergency call from 
the two girls.

It is a common accounting 
procedure for a service to be 
charged to a university account to 
“expedite its movement” and then, 
upon repayment, charged to a 
reimbursement account, Surra ex- 
plained 

Confusion arose last week when 
the expense for duplicating two 
commentaries by Carlyle Reed, 
publisher emeritus of the Union, 
for Prof. Rodger Bishton on behalf 
of the faculty forum, was ap- 
parently charged to Bond’s operat- 
ing expense account. 

The faculty forum is a small 
group of faculty members who op- 
posed faculty senate moves for non 
- cooperation with Bond's ad- 
ministration. 

“At no time was the president 
bound to pay the costs,” Surra 
said. “It was always understood 
that Mr. Bishton would cover the 
charges.” 

Several faculty forum members 
reported that they had donated 
funds to pay the $31.75 bull. 

Bishton said it was his intent to 
cover the duplicating services. “I 
was waiting to receive the bill,” 
Bishton said. 

He speculated that the “ac- 
counting mistake” had been made 
because he had not “followed 
through with the matter promptly 
enough.”

that Bond's operating expense ac-

was invalid. Hence, the vote on the 
matter, less Wood's invalid vote, 
was sufficient to confirm Rick's ap- 
pointment 

Rick was removed from his of- 
fice by a vote of the Senate at a 
March 23 meeting after it was 
determined that he did not meet the 
constitutional requisites for the 
position. He occupied the position 
for some months prior to thg dis- 
covery of the oversight 

Giannon: then resubmitted 
Rick’s name for approval by the 
Senate after he had met the 
constitutional requirements 

A ruling from Student Senate 
Chair Jim Hollenback sustained 
Toirac’s contention. Hollenback 
then assigned Toirac to compile a 
list of all “questionable votes” in 
which Wood participated 

The senate then voted to 
postpone all votes, except the Rick 
decision, until next week

the commentaries to the duplicat- 
ing center for Bishton 


“i honored his (Bishton) request 
for the duplicating services as I 
would have of any other faculty 
member,” Thatch said. “Since I 
had the articles on my desk when 
he called, 1 sent them over to 
duplicating for him.” 


Surra, absent during the matter, 
said that he would have charged 
the services to the reimbursement 
account instead of Bond's account. 


Faculty forum member Prof. 
Rosabianca LoVerso, chair of the 
French and Italian Department, 
said she was “extremely upset 
about the misunderstanding” and 
resented insinuations that the 
group was “a puppet of the ad- 
ministration.” 


“We pay for things out of our 
funds,” LoVerso said. Prof. 
Howard Goldfried, chair of the 
group, said members made oc- 
casional donations at meetings. 
The group, however, did not decide 
to duplicate and circulate the 
commentaries, Goldfried said. 


“| have no control over what the 
members do. We are not organized 
enough to call ourselves an 
organization.”

The newly - elected ASI Student 
Senate held its first meeting Mon- 
day and there were strong in- 
dications that a new wind has 
biown across campus. 

Ini internal elections to fill com- 
mittee vacancies, the senate elected 
an all - MECHA slate to the Board 
of Fiscal Matters(BOFM). BOFM 
is the budgetary committee which 
makes funding recommendations 
to the senate. 

There were strong indications 


that the new senate favors 
“human” programs, such as 
Women’s Studies, Educational 


Opportunities Program and the 
Chicanito Science Project. It could 
be a very long year for athletes at 
CSUS, because it seems highly

unlikely that the new senate will 
give them the kind of financial sup- 
port they have enjoyed for the last 
two years at the expense of other 
programs 

Similarly, the new senate has 
initiated a long term program of 
opening up lines of communication 
that an apathetic student body has 
allowed to go dead. 


But more importantly, this 
senate has voiced a feeling that the 
university should not be in the 
business of business. The univer- 
sity was not established as a profit - 
making venture. But Dr. Bond and 
other members of this ad- 


ministration have seen fit to 
operate as though it were 

“This administration and Norm 
Better and Larry Bliss are not 
meeting the needs of all the 
students,” said newly - elected 
senator and BOFM member Fran- 
cisca Godinez. “I intend to see to it 
that there is an wicrease in funding 
for the ‘human’ programs on this 
campus.” 

No student government, 
however lofty their goals, can 
succeed without the general sup- 
port of the student body that it pur- 
ports to represent 

The new senate offers great 
hope for the coming year, for the 
only. special interests that they 
represent are human ones. The 
capacity to lead is there, we can 
only hope that the student body 
will respond. 







Giannoni attempt to 


zap Swann

A petty attempt at retribution 
failed Sunday in Hayward when 
the California State University and 
Colleges Student President's As- 
sociation decided to retain Ed 
Swann as an employee on 
legislative advocate Scott Plotkin's 
staff.

Swann had been under fire from 
ASI President John Giannoni for 
being a member of the Hornet staff 
and working for the legislative ad- 
vocate’s office. 

Ex - ASI General Counsel Gary 
Archibald and Student Senate 
Chair Jim Hollenback were 
present at the meeting and re- 
quested an executive session to dis- 
cuss Swann and his relationship to 
the Hornet and student president's 
asc ociation. 

After an hour - long executive 
session, Archibald and Hollenback 
stomped out of the meeting and 
Swann still had his job. 

It was obvious, even to the most 
casual observer, what they were 
trying to do. Giannoni had 
instructed them to seek any means 
possible to try and either get 
Swann fired or verbally rep- 
rimanded for writing on thé cam- 
Pus newspaper. 

This is not the first time that this 
issue has come up. Last fall Ar-

chibald made a call to Plotkin’s of- 
fice complaining about Swann, 
even though Swann was writing 
relatively very little for the Hornet. 

Giannoni can threaten all he 
wants. But when he or his cohorts 
go after somebody's job just 
because they don't like them or 
disagree with what they say, then 
it’s time to speak out. 

Not only does Giannoni want to 
deny someone their freedom of 
speech, he wants to make sure they 
lose their jobs because they 
disagree. 

Even if Swann worked directly 
for the ASI president, Giannoni 
has no right to control or dictate 
what Swann does with his own 
time 

No where does it state that 
Giannoni has the power to 
threaten, dictate or even request 
what individual CSUS students do 
with their own time. 

To even think that such a 
situation might exist brings back 
memories of Nazi Germany and 
Hitler's regime 

It should be noted that Gary Ar- 
chibald has an interest above and 
beyond being a Giannoni cohort 
and carrying out his desires 

Archibald and Swann both ap- 
plied for a staff position in Plot- 
kin’s office last September and 
Swann was chosen over Archibald. 

It is obvious that Archibald has 
not forgotten who got the job. 

But most importantly, this en- 
tire fiasco adds yet another reason 
to anextensive list of reasons why 
Giannoni should be removed from 
office.

Calvin Lawrence Gallow, 33, a 
CSUS student, and long - time Sac- 
ramento resident, just spent 18 
days in Sacramento County jail on 
grand theft charged. He was 
arrested April 8 at his south - area 


friends, and attorney, this is the 
story of the incidents that put him 
in jail for 18 days 


Roy Lynn Loy of North 


Highlands is a producer and sound 
mixer for recording studios. His 
plane landed at Sacramento Met- 
ropolitan Airport March 28, but he

Gallow was released April 26 
after the preliminary hearing 
judge, Sheldon Grossfeld, dropped 
the charges due to “insufficient 
evidence” 

While in jail, Gallow failed to 
take care of college responsibilities, 
file his tax returns, and missed his 
son's first birthday 

April 15, Gallow wrote a letter 
to the Hornet asking for help: “I 
am charged with grand theft. It is 
said that there were some tapes 
missing from a suitcase | found and 
turned in. My bail is $7,500.” 

The CSUS registrar's office 
could give no information on 
whether Gallow was actually a 
student. All the county jail could 
verify was his charge and bail 
amount 

The Sacramento County 
Sheriffs Department insisted the 
only way to view the arrest report 
was if the public defender would 
grant ~ permission. The public 
defenders office said that Calvin 
has gotten his own lawyer, Dan 
Sullivan. 

Sullivan’s voice came crisply 
over the phone. 


Virginia Johnson 


could not find his baggage a 
large, red leather bag. 

Loy said that the tapes are four 
original album masters of local 
musical groups. 

“I've invested $50,000 in cash in 
them easily,” Loy said. “I planned 
to make it big promoting local 
people RCA, Capitol, ABC, 
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‘‘Calvin has a record but that doesn’t mean 
they're supposed to talk to him

“You could probably help 
Calvin best by not printing 
anything. I've known him for 10 
years. He’s an ex - con and the 
police naturally suspect him. It’s a 
simple case of misidentification. 
I've seen better cases though, and 
they're convicted.” 

From an interview with Gallow 
in jail, with the victim of the theft, 
from the arrest and follow - up 
investigation reports, and inter- 
views with Gallow’s mother, 


like he ts an animal.”’ 


Electra — a lot of big people have 
looked at the tapes. Now some as- 
shole has ripped them off.” 

Loy further described the reels 
as “16mm tapes so magical appear- 
ing that they could be used for 
decorations.” 

Loy left the airport, explaining 
to Pacific Southwest Airlines 
(PSA) that he would check to see if 
it came in on another flight. 

March 28, the day Loy’s bag 
disappeared, Calvin went fishing 


visiting a friend at the Hollywood 
Terrace Apartments. He and his 
two sons looked through the gar- 
bage bins 

“He's a scavenger. Calvin goes 
around -picking stuff up off the 
street and out of garbage cans 
That day, the kids were helping 
him.” said Virginia Johnson, 
Gattuw's mother 

In the bins, they found a suit- 
case that contained clothing. The 
locking straps had been cut by 
someone in gaining entry 

The suitcase bore Sacramento 
and Los Angeles addresses. The 
next day, March 30, Gallow called 
Loy and told him where the bag 
had been found. Gallow gave his 
address for Loy to retrieve the bag 

Loy then contacted PSA which 
sent a cab to pick up the bag. Loy 
also called the Sheriffs department 
to report the theft of the tapes, 
which Gallow said were missing 
when he found the case 

When Gallow was questioned 
later by Sacramento sheriffs as to 
why he waited a day to report fin- 
ding the property, he said, “My 
mother called and said that her dog 
had been killed and asked me to 
come over. I didn't get a chance to 
call.” 

Loy told police that 
“replacement value of the sound 
material on the tapes is between 
$25,000 and $60,000 because RCA

and Capitol records are both 
interested in them.” Later Loy said 
the value of the tapes are as high as 
$100,000. 

Loy placed an ad in the local 
papers, starting April |, offering a 
$5,000 reward for the return of the 
tapes 

On April 6, Galiow was visited 
by a PSA security agent who ques- 
tioned Gallow on the facts relating 
to the discovery of the bag. 

On April 7, PSA security and 
claims investigator John Hollihan 
and sheriffs officers located a 
baggage handler. Herbert Tim- 
mons, who said he could identify 
the two men who carried the bag 
out of the terminal on March 28. 

A photo line - up was set up by 
police and Timmons identified 
Gailow as one of the men who took 
the bag. A warrant was drawn up 
for the arrest of Calvin Gallow. 


His mother describes the arrest: 
“Thursday (April 8), several police 
showed up at his house. He was 
upstairs with his brother. When I 
heard what was happening, | came

with his sons and that night 
attended his uncle’s birthday pasty. 

The following day, Gallow was 
right over. Calvin said ‘what did 
you come over for? | gave the guy 
my address and phone. And | 
called the guy night away.” They 
just put the handcuffs on him and 
took him away.” 

During police questioning, 
Gallow said, “This is what I get for 
trying to be a good samaritan and 


and Sullivan stood before the 
judge, Grossfeld said, “Due to in- 
sufficient evidence, the charges are 
dropped.” 

Sullivan said later that Tim- 
mins, who had previously iden- 
tified Gallow as the thief, became 
uncertain whether Gallow was 
really the person he had seen. 

Sullivan patted Gallow on the 
back and they left the court 
Gallow was released later that day.

He added that he was not the one 
that took it from the airport and 
that he had not been there at all 
Gallow went before a judge 
three times with different lawyers 
during the two and a half week stay 


in jail. The answer was the same 
each time bail would remain 
$7.500 and he could not be 
released 


“Calvin has a record but that 
doesn’t mean they're (the court) 
supposed to talk to him like he is an 
amma! or lower,” said his mother 
about the appearances 
“Calvin has never had an attorney 
before this. He's had public 
defenders that have just convinced 
him to plead guilty to a lesser 
charge. Lots of people are innocent 
who go to jail. All the people in the 
courts are in cahoots with each 
other.” 

Gallow’s mother then contacted 
Sullivan to represent her son 
Sullivan has known Gallow for 10 
years and had previously gotten 
him off criminal charges, including 
burglary 

“The judge was so mad that he 
sent Calvin to jail on just the minor 
marijuana charge. He has to be one 
of the last guys to go to jailona 
dope charge,” said Sullivan. “His 
record is why the bail remained so 
high this time.” 

Gallow has always been the 
hard tuck case according to his 
mother. “He always gets the worst 
end of the deal. If the kids stole a 


court 


car, and they got stopped, everyone 
would jump out but him. He'd just 
sit there and get caught.” 
Monday morning, April 26, 
Gallow appeared before Judge 
Grossfeld in municipal court for a 
preliminary hearing. As Gallow

Beginning April 2, Loy had 
received calls at his home from 
someone who claimed to have the 
tapes and wished to make a deal for 
the $5,000 reward. The calls ceased 
April 8, the same day Gallow was 
arrested and no deal for the tapes 
was ever finalized 

A few hours after Gallow was 
released on April 26, Loy reports 
he received a call asking: “Do you 
want to do it my way now?” 

Loy is convinced that Gallow 
stole the tapes 

The sheriff's investigation into 
the theft continues, but Loy ex- 
pects no results : 

“They're (Gallow and friends) 
playing games with me now. And 
I'm really not into it,” said Loy 

“I saved every dime I had to pay 
for a studio at $135 an hour. Thirty 
four years of my life are tied up in 
those masters. 

“The thieves are animals. They 
piss and moan about prejudice 
bull shit. I'm one redneck sucker 
and if it weren't for my wife and 
kids, I'd get a gun and shoot them 

“I'm four weeks late now on 
deals | had with record companies 

“Them courts are the sewer of 
the world. There is no justice in the 
world. 

“i'm suing PSA. They are the 
ones at the center of the fault. I’ve 
been putting the case together. | 
can win 

But in the meantime, Loy says 
he’s “big enough to start over.” He 
adds, “I'll have to. I'll never get the 
tapes back.” 

Calvin Gallow is free and reas- 
sured of the justice of the courts. 


Loy is sickened with the lack of 


justice in the courts and faced with 
the loss of a lifetime dream.

Students taking advantage of laws

(CPS) — If things really get bad 
for former students who can’t af- 
ford to repay their educational 
debts, they can declare ban- 
kruptcy. Bankguptcy means no 
more debtors breathing down their 
necks, clean slates and zero credit 

As the job market continues to 
slump, more students are taking 
advantage of the bankruptcy laws 
to relieve themselves of debts they 
are unable to repay 

Apparently, so have many other 
people who have accumulated 
debts. But the administration and 
the Commission on Bankruptcy 
Laws have recent)y urged Congress 
to crack down specifically on 
student bankruptcy. In response, 
Congress has come up with two 
bills which. prohibit students from 
discharging educational loans by 
declaring bankruptcy for five years

Statistics from the Office of 
Education do show that the ban- 
kruptcy rate of former students is 
increasing rapidly, from 1,342 in 
fiscal year 1972 to 2,194 in fiscal 
year 1974. Butas student lobbyists 
point out, times are tough for all 
debtors and the rate of bankruptcy 
tor the general population has in- 
creased, too 

Furthermore, college graduates 
are no longer assured of profes- 
sional jobs or any jobs at all after 
they've paid dearly for their 
diplomas. The picture, student ad- 
vocates say, is not one of wile and 
guile on the part of former students 
taking the easy way out, but one of 
poor job opportunities in a 
depressed economy 

Proponents of the bill envision 
just such “clever” students getting

loans, getting out of school, declar- 
ing bankruptcy when they have no 
assets anyway and then finding 
jobs. 

An aide to Senator Claiborne 
Peil, D - Rhode Island. who has in- 
troduced one of the bills limiting 
the bankruptcies by former 
students admitted that this “may 
not be a widespread occurrence” 
but “it has happened a number of 
times. Bankruptcy is potentially a 
very expensive thing,” the aide 
argued 

Defenders of the bankruptcy 
limitations for former students can 
point to a number of specific cases 
in which former students tried to 
cheat their way out of educational 


debts. The cases include the Ar- 
kansas lawyer who owed the 
government $18,600 in student 


loans and declared bankruptcy 
even though he earned $1! 000 an- 
nually. The lawyer was later in- 
dicted for traud 

Such cases, student lobbyists 
contend, are the exception rather 
than the rule. There will always be 
a tew bad debtors attempting to 


sidestep loan payments. But 
nowhere is there substantial 
evidence of students being any 
more guilty of occasional bouts of 
cheating than any other single class 
ot debtors. There are many “horror 
stories.” a National Student As- 
sociation lobbyist argued, but no 
exact statistics 

Some observers believe that the 
bankruptcy bills single out 
students as a class of debtors 
different from every other kind of 
debtor. “There is no evidence that 
students are any worse debtors 
than anyone else,” a congressional 
aide claimed 

The House of Representatives 
bill, now in hearings before the 
Postsecondary Education Sub- 
committee, does include a clause 
which would allow former students 
to plead “undue hardship” and be 
discharged from their debts. But 
the hardship provision is vague, 
lobbyists claim, and the decision 
on whether a student was in real 
hardship would be left to the dis- 
cretion of the bankruptcy judge or 
referee

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Do you hope or plan to do some 
traveling this summer? if you are 
an experienced traveler, or have 
never traveled before. the foliow- 
ing information might be of 
interest to you. As in anything, 
there is the cheap way, and the ex- 
pensive way. Of 
everyone can afford the expensive 
route. so this article will deal 
mainly with the less expensive 
mode of travel. However. those of 
you who will be traveling with lots 
of money to spend, the best advice 
is to make sure you go through an 
accredited agency and no part of 
the deal sounds too good to be 
true! 

When you decide to travel the 
first place to make decisions wiil be 
your budget. The cost for transpor- 
tation will be your biggest expense 
li you plan to travel and then 
return home, try to get an open - 
dated round trip ticket. It 1s also 
cheaper to travel witha group, or if 
flying. late night flights can be 
cheaper 

The next large figure in your 
budget will be your cost of living 
While traveling you must 
remember that you must pay for 
nightly accomodations, and every 
meal. When planning meals your 
best bet would be to shop in local 
markets and grocery stores. If you 
wish to eat at restaurants, avoid the 
tourist traps as they are inevitably 
more expensive 

The next item of your budget is 
for miscellaneous items. Always 
allocate money for emergencys, 
souveniers, etc. This amount will of 
course depend on how much 
money vou have to work with, but 
always allow for something you 
had not planned on

Identification such as a_ vahd 
drivers license which gives your 
physical description and signature 
Also take $13. This covers a $10 
passport fee, and $3 execution fee 
Then all you have to do is wait 
about 10 days 

The next essential is a Visa. 
Most countries require a Visa. This 
is official permission granted by 
the government of that country, to 
visit that country. As each coun- 
tries government ts different, so are 
Visa requirements. The best in- 
formation available explaining the 
requirements that fit your situation 
can be obtained through a 
Passport agency titled ‘Visa Re- 
quirements of Foreign 
Governments 

The next essential and the most 
important is your health. The best 
advice is to be in the best of health 
Visit the dentist and doctor before 
leaving. If you take prescription 
drugs, carry sufficient pills and 
carry a, prescription. If you wear 
glasses or contacts, take an extra

If vou plan to drive while ab- 
road another essential is an Inter- 
national Driving Permit. Most 
countrys allow American citizens 
18 or over to drive, however, some 
countnes also require an Inter- 
national Driving Permit as well. To 
obtain the permit. or information 
simply contact the nearest 
American Automobile As- 
sociation. If you currently have an 
International Permit. make sure to 
renew it as they are only valid for 
one year 

If you plan to drive abroad 
another Insurance 
Betore leaving make sure your ac- 
cident, medical, and life insurance 
policy are up to date, and valid out- 
side of the U.S. Insurance can also 
be obtained for your baggage and 
flight 

If you are planning to live as 
cheaply as possible while traveling, 
then another essential is a Youth 
Hostel Card.

Once you have decided your 
mode of travel and how much 
money you will carry with you, 
then you must decide how to carry 
it. The best wya is to carry your 


money in the form of Travelers 
Checks. Travel checks are better 
than cash and money orders in that 
not only are they safest (less likely 
to get stolen. and easier to replace), 


but they are easier to cash or 
transfer. When deciding on which 
type of Travelers Check you must 
consider how many offices 
overseas will accept which brand 
Once abroad, and you wish to cash 


a Travelers Check. your best bet 
will be to go to exchange shops. At 
an exchange the rate of exchange is 
generally better than a bank, hotel, 
or restaurant

find out who a product's audience 
is. Finding that all - important 
audience, the one that will 
promptly identify and accept 1s the 
advertiser's Gream 

Chances are that the audience 
the advertiser seeks is a Sex 
stereotype already and merely sup- 
ports the campaign of an adver- 
tising company. Therefore, adver- 
tising does not create sex - role 
stereotypes, for it only reflects 
them, then acts on how people 


consciously perceive their roles so 
that it can win identification with 
its Message 

Advertisers understand 
psychological needs of humans, 
such as the need to unite with 
others or to feel a sense of identity, 
which is attained through con- 
formity toa particular group. With 
this knowledge, the advertiser ex- 
ploits existing insecurities and 
guilts of women 

It is also a common feature to be 
blind to images other than one’s 





self, and this is the idea that the 
advertisers prey on. The reality is 
that women readily identify with 
the awful sex - stereotypes the 
advertisers toss at them, conse- 
quently buying the product. They 
almost helplessly recognize 
themselves on advertisements sell- 
ing some “blue - dot wonder” or a 
“magic miracle.” 

li must be noted that some of 
the newer commercials do portray 
women in a more positive and 
realistic light possibly as a wor- 
king or career woman. But, she still 
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mS Advertising reflects prevelant female image 


returns to her domain (the home) 
after work to cook supper for the 
entire family. Surprised? 
Therefore. even these suposedly 
updated advertisements simply 
give women one more sex - casted 
image to relate to 

So, by continually seeing 
themselves in such limited roles as 
mates and 
menials, all types of women will 
eventually resent and rebel against 
their forced role.

nositively - reinforced role as she 


views herself lumped together with , 
other pan - scrubbing idiots, and 
the professional women (whom the 
majority of advertisers never really 
gear their campaign towards to 
begin with) will resent only being 
categorized with the “housewives.” 

Ironically, it may be the ludic- 
rous and humiliating exaggeration 
of advertising itself that will force 
women to confront the reality of 
their subservient roles and lead 
them to demand the changes that

Wright and Steinel have p.ayed 
together in various groups for over 
four years. During that time, they 
appeared in concert with Jerry 
Hahn, Johnny Almond, the Kan- 
sas City Philharmonic and Stan 
Kenton

former on the electric bass, joined 
Steinel and Wright later forming 
the Rosewood Trio

The Francesco Trio’s reputation has grown rapidly since 
it's San Francisco debut in 1965. Now recognized as one of the 
finest chamber ensembles in the country, the Trio has won en- 
thusiastic critical praise for it’s concerts throughout the U.S.

DAVID ABEL studied with Naoum Blinder and began an

More than 125 films were submitted for consideration at 
The First Annual New York Erotic Film Festival, and 
producer Ken Gaul and the festival judges winnowed out the 
best. Prizes were awarded, for best American and foreign full 
jength and short films, animated film, screenplay and per- 
formance(!). Though there were squawks originally from what 
Ken Gual called the “morality media,” the high quality and ar- 
tistic intent of the films and the critical praise the Festival 
earned proved that films could be both erotic and artistic. Now 
New Line inema has assembled the best of the short films of 
the Festival, most of them made by young filmmakers, fiims 
funny and serious, 2 minutes to twenty mintes, animated, 
avant - garde, realistic and outlandish, into a feature program 
that’s received unanimous positive response.

Herbert Biberman directed this semi - documentary re - 
creation of an actual year - long strike of Mexican - American 
zinc miners in New Mexico. Many of the non - professional 
cast members had taken part in the real events. Three issues are 
interwoven: men against bosses, wives against husbands, and 
Mexican workers against more affluent “Anglos.” The drama 
centers on the complex, changing relationship between one of 
the strikers (Juan Chacon) and his wife (Rosaura Revueltas) 
He objects ot her participating in the strike, but when a court 
injunction bars the men from picketing, the women take over 
and eventually force the company to capitulate. 

Since it was made, the film has been surrounded by bitter 
controversy. In the light of its history, one is surprised to find 
that SALT OF THE EARTH is not one - sided in its pro - 
labor stance. It does have sympathy for the Mexican - 
Americans, but the strikers are depicted as unjust themselves 

in their attitude toward women. One interesting aspect of 
the movie today is its honest exploration of the question of 
women's equality.
